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Washington—Although the emphasis 


in the next session of congress prob- 
ably will be on taxation and farm re- 
lief, there is one measure which wil 
attract attention almost from the start. 


Some of the best federal judges in 


America are reported to be on the 
verge of resigning if by any chance 
the measure should fail again. Al- 
though the compensation of congress 
has been increased, the judiciary has 
not had its status improved, not with- 
standing the increase in the cost ol 
living in the last 15 years. 


AMOUNT OF INCREASES 


"Under the provisions of the proposed 


bill, district judges would have their 
salaries increased to $12.500 a year 
while for the justices of the circuit 
court of appeals the salary would be 
115,000 per year. Increases are also in- 
Sended for the associate justices of the 
supreme court who would receive $20,- 
000 per year. The chief justice would 
receive ?21,000 per year.

ident of the United States received 
$75,000 a y,ear, and that cabinet officers 
receive $15,000, the

branches being- coordinate, it Js con- 
tended that the members' of the federal 
judiciary have devoted themselves to 
their positions without thought of en- 
tering commercial life later on anc

LARGER PRIVATE FEES 


It is not unusual for lawyers to re- 


ceive as a. single fee in one case before 
the federal judiciary more than twice 
as much as the salary of the judges 
themselves. This is particularly true 
>f the attorneys who argue before the 
Hrcuit courts of apcpals and the su- 
preme court of the United States. In- 
deed, many iC the federal judges are 
constantly aware of the opoprtunities 
they would have if they left the bench 
to engage in private practice. 


In the last session of congress senti- 


ment was generally favorable, but ow- 
ing to the legislative jam at the last 
minute ,the bill carrying increases in 
salary for federal judges failed. There 
is virtually no opposition to the bill as 
it was sent to conference last time. 
The difficulty then was that 
other

"Therefore we expect the other 
governments also to hesitate no long- 
er and to draw the only possible con- 
clusion from this situation. 


"It would be incompatible with our 


entry into the league of nations and 
the operation of the Locarno agree- 
ments to make the minor technical 
questions still at issue an excuse for 
burdening the German people with a 
psychological weight such as contin- 
uation of the foreign control commis- 
sion constitutes."

Before the first witness was called, 


the jury heard attorneys on both sides 
describe in great detail their concep 
tions of the significance of the cash 
payment that 
passed from the oil 


magnate to the- interior secretary. 


The government, through 
Special 


Prosecutor Owen J. Roberts, described 
tho $100,000 as an integral part of 
the conspiracy alleged in the indict- 
ment, with a direct relation to the 
arrangement by which Doheny was 
awarded the ElkHiil oil reserve lease. 


FRIENDLY ADVANCE, CLAIM 
Frank J. Hogan, speaking for the 


defense, said it was nothing but an 
advance made by Doheny to his old 
friend, to aid him in financial diffi- 
culties. 


Replying to prosecution charges of 


secrecy in formulation of the govern- 
ment policy which led up to the lease, 
Hogan 'declared some of the docu- 
ments relating to construction of oil 
storage tanks at Honolulu had been 
kept confidential because of certain 
questions with Japan then under dis- 
cussion.

only a condensed summary of most of 
tho points the prosecution expects to 
prove, but Hogan's opening"statement 
ran jnto several hours.

"Mr. Fall's neighbor was a man 


named Harris," said Hogan. "When 
Harris died Mr. Fall desired to secure 
tho Harris holdings, but he did aot 
have the money. 


"Mr. Fall explained to his friend, 


Mr. Doheny, saying that if he could 
obtain this land he would retire glad- 
ly from public life. 


"The secretary said $100,000 would 


be needed to buy the land. Mr. Dohe- 
ny said that If the deal could be con- 
summated he would let Fall have the 
money. 


"Mr. Fall asked for the money in 


currency for convenience, explaining 
that the banks in his part of the 
country were small and could not han- 
dle large aums." 


Hogan said Doheny told his son to 


get the money. It was placed in "a 
satchel" and taken to Washington and 
delivered to Fall, who "wrote out a 
demand note for the sum."

testifying about the activities of oth 
er convicts, but the men on trial for 
their lives were not so reticent and 
described to their attorney the effort 
they said they 'ftade v> Release the 
Chicagoan. 


According to the story told the at 


torney, Leopold's hands actually were 
freed but no key could be found to 
his solitary cell, and ii>e men were 
forced to flee without him. Klein was 
killed in the solitary house and the 
convicts insisted, the attorney said, 
that the only reason they invaded 
that part of tho prison was to loose 
the young convict. 


STUDENTS UNDER LEOPOLD 
Two of them had been students un- 


der leopold, and their version describ- 
ed how the two Mexicans lingered at 
liis cell, in answer to a plea that he be 
taken along, until they were sum- 
moned by their leader to give up the 
attempt to free their former instruc- 
tor In prison classes.

link Leopold with the plot through 
two weeks of trial and

Loughran told the court he sought 
to find out why Leopold was not in 
dieted with tho other seven convicts, 
one of them never recaptured, for the 
murder of Klein.

THE RESULT OF TOO 
MANY BROADCASTERS 


Law Permits Operation of 


595 Stations on 89 Wave- 
lengths

Tho squeals, whistles and howls 


that you hear during an evening's 
session bcforo the radio receiver are 
not tho fault of the set as much as 
they're a sign of an overburdened at- 
mosphere. 
The chaos that radio broadcasters 


' long have been trying to squelch has 


broken loose. 


AVe are tuning in on 595 broadcast- 


ers at this writing on S9 wavelengths. 
And these aren't evenly distributed 
over the country so as to minimize 
the whistling that results from 
the 


clashing of wave lengths. 


Secretary 
of Commerce Hoover 


winked his left eye when ho had the 
attorney general notify him of 
his 


helplessness in controlling tho wave- 
length situation for lack of an ade- 
quate law. It was a diplomatic move 
on his part at the millions of radio 
fans whose voices would bo heard 
much more easily by the political at- 
taches in Congress. 


SOME ACTION DUE 


By tho first of the year, it is very 


likely, they will have a definite law 
in effect, or they'll at least adopt a 
temporary measure to clear the air 
of squeals and howls while they con- 
fer on a lasting provision for the good 
of radio. 


In that case every license now in 


effect will be revoked and a temporary 
permit issued to old as well as new 
broadcasters. 
Most station already 


broadcasting will be permitted to con- 
tinue on the i\avclengths on which 
they have been 
transmitting. 
But 


even the temporary 
provision will 


see that the secretary of commerce, 
or a similar authority, controls the 
distribution of frequencies. 


This much, at least, is assured by 


those representatives 
and senators 


who are most interested in the broad- 
casting situation. Difference of opin- 
ion over various details, however, is 
holding them up on the ultimate law. 


MORE STATIONS COMING 


By tho time even the 
temporary 


regulation are put into effect, it Is 
estimated we'll have about 750 sta- 
tions to listen to. They'll be on all 
sorts 
of wavelengths, some even 


pirating wavelengths set aside for 
Canadian stations, others assuming in- 
termediate frequencies that impose on 
established broadcasters. 


Weekly there are from six to 
12 


news station on the list issued by 
the Department of Commerce. And 
tho schedule of changes 
in 
wave- 


length and power is too confusing to 
understand. 


Broadcasters are free to do any- 


think they please under present con- 
ditions except advertise bootleg liq- 
uor or spread seditious propaganda. 


Outside the law, their only limita- 


tion is imposed by the fact that ra- 
dio receivers are designed to tune in 
wavelengths ranging from 200 ot GGO 
meters. It would be futile to broadcast 
on shorter or longer wavelengths.

The Tribune complains that the oppo- 


sition to Chicago's diversion of lake water 
is "an orgy of spitefuiness and unreason.'5 


It publishes an editorial in which it as- 
serts that "the vindictiveness against Chi- 
cago which has been gathering under a 
nurture of careful propaganda, expressed 
itself at the Great Lakes Harbors Associ- 
ation convention at Buffalo in a display 
of spite.'' If there is mud-slinging in this 
controversy and "spitefuiness and unrea- 
son," it is not confined to the states which 
are fighting Chicago.' 
Most of the epi- 


thets have, we believe, been hu-!ed by 
the latter. The lake states have accused 
the Sanitary district of "stealing" lake 
water. The charge is sustained by the fact 
that the Sanitary district has been taking 
more water than it was authori-ed to 
take and it has done this in defiance of 
courts and injunctions. It admits the di- 
version has lowered the lake levels by 
approximately six inches. 
We may be 


sure it admits no more than the bare 
minimum. Outside of protesting against 
this theft of water, which, no matter in 
what light it is viewed, is an outrage, we 
know of no epithets,that have been ap- 
plied to Chicago. 
/ 


On the other hand, Chicago's case is a 


constant "calling of names.'' Ten days 
ago it referred to Minnesota and Wiscon- 
sin as "stupid and jealous states.'' It has 
ridiculed their case in the courts as in- 
ane. A few months ago it published a 
lengthy editorial on "Ohio, the dirty brat 
of the Union." It has pictured the great 
states of New York, Michigan, Indiana, 
along with the others, as fools and de- 
spoilers. It has attacked them all repeat- 
edly, and worse than that, their motives. 


The Tribune says the diversion is "nec- 


essary to the health of the city and to the 
successful operation of a lakes-to-the- 
gulf waterway." The truth is it is not nec- 
essary to the health of the city and there 
is no lakes-to-the-gulf waterway. Only a 
little more than a fifth of the present di- 
version would take care of the waterway 
.if there were a waterway. The excess of 
the steal is used for power purposes. As 
if justifying this assault on the Great 
lakes, the Tribune says, referring to the 
hostility it has provoked: "Chicago per- 
ceives that it is the same type of hatred 
which—fanned into flame by the propa- 
ganda of selfish interests—causes 
civil 


wars. It is a type of hatred which has 
kept and still keeps Europe in a state of 
armament and turmoil." 


This is a fair sample of the trash 


Chicago has been serving 'up, to the dis- 
gust of self-respecting states and injured 
lake ports. 
The Tribune is becoming 


childish. Grown men do not engage in 
such spasms. If the issue is to be settled 
by appeal to arms, we can assure Chicago 
the lake states will fight to preserve the 
lakes, but it is our understanding the 
issue is before the supreme court of the 
United States and that body is competent 
to settle it. AVhat the Tribune and Chi- 
cago need is a good dose of Castoria. 


WAR ON WASTE 


The drive agahist waste in industry 


must be maintained if the material con- 
dition of the people of the United States 
is to be improved further, in the opinion 
of Secretary Hoover of the Commerce 
department, and his decision is reflected 
in the concurrence of ail prominent in- 
dustrialists throughout the nation.

Modern civilization aims toward in- 


creased efficiency in every field of en- 
deavor. Conservation of energy, material 
and human, is the order of the day, and, 
indeed, is the only road by which we can 
hope to maintain the American standard 
of living. Day by day we learn how to do 
things better, quicker, cheaper and more 
thoroughly. With this progress comes 
development in the elimination of waste 
and it is in this field thrt we must special- 
ize if we would maintain proper profits 
with large production and a highly com- 
petitive market. 


QUEEN'S DEPARTURE 


There is good reason for believing that 


Queen Marie is hurrying back to Bucha- 
rest because of a political crisis rather 
than because of the reported illness of 
King Ferdinand. 
The internal 
affairs 


of Roumania have been in a volcanic state 
for some time. Ever since the escapades 
of Prince Carol and the official revocation 
of his right to the succession, it has re- 
quired the masterful hand of Marie to 
keep the political house in order and pre- 
vent an explosion. There is a large ele- 
ment in Roumania which is opposed to 
the present regime and favors a restora- 
tion of Carol. It is said to have the sup- 
port of the army and of the younger ele- 
ment. Some powerful political leaders are 
also back c^ it. 


No sooner had Marie set foot in the 


United States than the agents of this 
faction were busily engaged in 
Paris, 


where Prince Carol is sojourning for the 
unravelling of his tangled matrimonial 
affairs, in an effort to secure his consent 
to return to Roumania and spring a coup. 
Paris dispatches say these overtures were 
promptly rejected by Carol on the ground 
that it would plunge his country into 
civil war, and that he cared more for its 
peace and tranquility than for the crown. 


However, the illness of King Ferdi- 


nand and the possibility that an early 
settlement of the succession may be nec- 
essary creates an acute political situation. 
It is plausible to assume that Marie is 
going home to meet this situation and to 
defend her position, which is reported to 
be hostile to Carol's restoration. Impor- 
tant policies of government are involved 
that overshadow the queen's interest in 
her son. 


Americans have concerned themselves 


very little with Roumania's affairs, but 
they are not without interest, because 
Roumanian government and Roumanian 
policies have a vital bearing on the per- 
petual Balkan question, and incidentally 
on the peace of Europe. Perhaps as a re- 
sult of the queen's visit to the United 
States we shall watch events there more 
closely and with greater intelligence.

OVERWORK IS POOR ALIBI 


A well known lay writer whose frequent adven- 


tures in medical interpretation are a great source 
of amusement for the doctors, grinds out this one 
in the course of his daily stint.

Some day. says a London publication, death 


certificates will tell the truth, for Instance: 


"Died after "30 years of overwork." 
"Poisoned to death, worked, lived and yJept 


In unventilated rooms." 


"Poisoned by his wife; she did not know how 
to cook." 
It is difficult to tell whether the writer is half 


in earnest or quite serious—he is generally most 
humorous, at least along this line, when he is most 
serious. But the examples of true causes of death 
seem fishy to me. even by present standards. Let 
any doctor rashly certify that the victim "died after 
SO years of overwork" and the health authorities 
will probably institute an investigation to learn 
what the doctor is trying to conceal. It will be 
about as feasible to certify that "the dead gentleman 
was picking his teeth carefully across, the street 
when an automobile slowed down for him." And the 
second example cited by the lay writer would bo 
certain to brinsr from the authorities the famous 
bartender's rejoinder: Name your poison. The third 
example seems scarcely adequate. I should put it: 
Justifiable homicide—the poor fellow should have 
investigated her culinary skill before he contracted 
to take 21 doses of her medicine every week. 


Seriously, who ever heard of an honest working 


man or woman suffering either a "breakdown" or 
death from "overwork?" This joke is reserved for 
folk who don't know what work means, for those 
who live by their wits or on the bounty of others. 


The common occurance of "breakdown 'from 


overwork"—in the newspapers—reminds me of my 
early education in the Jingo of the press. I was 
lucky enough to be the only doctor immediately 
available in a case of broken thigh bone, and also 
to have as a neighbor the local correspondent of the 
leading newspaper. The correspondent kindly noted 
the accident and added that I had been "summon- 
ed" and that I had "reduced the fracture." 
True, 


C had been summoned, all right, and glad I was to 
have that fact noted in the village items, but I 
dared not admit that I had not "reduced the frac- 
lure" or that it would be a week or 10 days before 
I could get it reduced. In newspaper parlance the 
doctor must "reduce the fracture" immejit or else 
ackno%vledge himself a queer one. And so there 
are probably 100 fractures reduced in the news- 
papers for every one reduced in fact, 


"Breakdown 
from 
overwork" may be classified 


with "going" down the third time" or being "seized 
with cramps" in fanciful stories of drowning acci- 
dents, "ptomaine poisoning" at church picnics, "con- 
tracting a heavy 
cold from exposure." and the 


'danger of blood poisoning" from rust, dyes and the 
ike. 
All of these myths are preserved from 
ex- 


tinction mainly, I think, by newspaper practice or 
parlance. Even doctors of a sort take heart and 
courage in the perpetuation of such myths when 
:hey find themselves universally supported by the 
ay press. 


One might cite numerous more or less prominent 


or well known physicians or health authorities who 
prate about "overwork" and even "nervous break- 
down" therefrom, but if any recognized medical au- 
thority sustains or seriously entertains the notion 
that "overwork" 
injures health, I should like to 


learn how he arrived at such a remarkable conclu- 
sion.

Washington, D. C. It is about time 


o buy the dogs new shoes! This is 
not an attempt at facetiousness — 
t is a fact. Recent Army regulations 
referring to dog transportation stipu- 
ate that there shall be provided "two 
pairs of moccasins specially fitted 
:or each dog." An officer who served 
n Alaska a number of years ago 
says that in those days there were 
10 specially made moccasins for the 
dogs, and Bull Durham, tobacco bags 
were tied on the dogs feet when it 
was necessary to protect them from 
freezing. 


It is not often that Government 


regulations are at all entertaining, 
usually being rather dull and heavy 
reading for- the laymata. Technical 
Regulations No. 1380-20 are unique in 
hat they lay the foundation, if touch- 
ed up with a few strokes of the 
reader's imagination, for as romantic 
a tale as may be told 
by many 


masters of dog lore. 


First it is explained how these 


flogs are used and tells how they 
can pull sleds over difficult trails, 
through unbroken snow, and over ice 
>vhere horse and mule transportation 
s Impossible. These dogs are indi- 
pensable to the people 
of the far 


north, and the United States Army 
'ully realizing this fact has made 
these regulations as carefully com- 
prehensive as if they •were to cover 
the treatment of men. 


Dog transportation Is divided into 


two classes T- heavy and light, and 
the dogs are trained 
accordingly, 


leavy 
transportation 
is used 
for 


transporting 
personel and supplies, 


while light transportation is used for 
fast travel when important messages 
ire to be carried to some distant point, 
or in cases of emergency when it is 
necessary to rush surgical aid. In 
>oth cases the dogs 
travel 
eight 


nours a day as a rule, those used In 
icavy transportation 
making from 


wo and a half to three miles per 
lour and a messenger team travel- 


at the rate of five to six miles 
in hour. 


The regulations provide that the 


loads on the sleds used in heavy trans- 
portation shall not exceed the weight 
of all the dogs, less the weight of 
the driver. The weight of the Joads 
pulled by dogs used in messenger 
service must be greater than twenty- 
five pounds for each dog in the- team. 


Although the same type dog is used 


for both kinds of transportation, they 


are differently trained and can not 
be used interchangeably. A dog who 
has been trained for messenger ser- 
vice would be ruined if he were set 
to pulling a heavy load or allowed to 
take a slow pace. 


The training of a dofe 
is begun 


when it is six months old, the first 
step being to introduce him to the 
harness and to teach him to come to 
it from the kennel. Next he is usually 
hitched to a light log which he can 
pull around without straining. This 
accustoms* him to pulling a load. It is 
very important 'not to discourage him 
by giving him too heavy a load at 
first, or by working him too long. 
When he is nine months old he may 
be hitched with a team, but he still 
must not be given too hard or too 
long pulls. "When assembling a team 
only dogs that are gaited alike should 
be selected, and in breaking in young 
dogs it 
is very necessary to use a 


quick, well-trained leader. 


A 
trainer 
must 
have 
infinite 


patience in order to meet with any 
success. This point is stressed in the 
regulations which state that "nothing 
will ever be gained by injecting fear 
into a team." It is also said that 
the most humane punishment is the 
use of tying chains over the rump. 
The old-fashioned whip is more likely 
to cut through 
the coat of the dog 


tttan is the chain. The chain also has 
an additional advantge, in that usual- 
ly once a dog has felt the chain, it is 
only necessary to rattle it in the 
future In order to enforce obedience. 


With regard to the 
punishing of 


these dogs, many interesting stories 
are told of how the leader will main- 
tain discipline among the dogs of his 
team. One of these_ tales Is vouched 
for by a minister who was long sta- 
tioned in Alaska and who mushed his 
own team. In his team was one dog 
who was something of a loafer and 
had a -way of playing sick or tired. 
If game appeared, however, he for- 
got his lameness and was the keen- 
est of the team. Also when nearlng 
camp he would forget'how tired he 
was and pull harder than any of the 
team. 
<* 


LEADER SPOTS THE SLACKER 
Often while the team was doing a 


particularly hard stretch, 
this 
dog 


would look around at the driver and. 
if he thought he was not'noticing, 
let his traces slacken. "Whereupon the 
driver -would give him a light touch 
of the -whip. -Even though he could 
scarcely feel the lash through his 
thick coat he'd yelp and pull

renewed energy for a time. Soon he 
would again relax and the 
leader 


noticing that the pulling was heavier 
and suspecting where the blame, lay. 
would turn his head, show his teeth 
and growl at the slacker. 


Another burst of speed and energy 


from the delinquent one, and then 
another let down. 
Finally 
after a 


third time the leader would decide to 
fool no longer and would begin to 
swing around, being careful all the 
time not to tangle the harness. 


The other dogs stand still and the 


guilty ono rolls on his back and howls 
with anguish. But the leader is unfor- 
giving. For a few minutes there is 
bedlam — savage growls from the 
leader and piercing shrieks from the 
lazy one! The punishment consists in 
nipping the loose hide on the breast 
and side, but the leader is careful not 
to take th eculprit by the throat- 
where real damage might be done. 


After chastisement has been proper- 


ly administered the leader resumes 
his place, the punished one gets up 
and shakes himself, and the driver 
takes the handle-bars of the sled and 
calls "Mush!" 


People in Alaska have been ex- 


•frimenting with different breeds of 
dogs, particularly those to be used 
for racing purpose. The Army, how- 
ever, has decided to stick as closely, 
as possible to the huskie, especially 
the Kobuk Valley dog. It is said that 
either of these is strong and can be 
trained equally well for a fast or a 
heavy team. 


A rangy, short-haired dog is more 


desirable for the. work required In 
the Army and the standard type to 
be selected Is as follows: Weight from 
SO to 95 pounds; height, shoulder to 
the ground, 28 inches; chest to ground. 
19 inches, shoulder to root of tail, 
30 inches. 


The most careful instrutcions are 


included in these regulations for the 
care of the dog in the case of injury 
or of illness, his diet is carefully set 
forth, ex-en recipes being given for 
his rations. The care of his person, 
from the "manicuring" of his nails 
to the combing of his hair, is minutely 
described. The health 
and 
welfare 


of these members of the- United States 
Army are matters of considerable im- 
portance.

000 bushels, enough to flavor her 
rice died occasionally, when money is 
easier.

those used solely for draft purposes. 
Save for the SOO sacred deer in the 
park at Xara, I have not seen one 
grazing animal in all Japan. Meat 
must be imported of course and at a 
price rendering it impossible as an 


article of diet: the same is true of 
cheese and of a. hundred other ar- 
ticles which we 
of America deem 


daily necessary. 


There are- no untilled lands in all 


Japan, which may be tilled. There 
are no idle parks or ranch lands on 
which live stocks now graze. There 
are neither deserts nor tide lands to 
l» reclaimed o'r irrigated. 


There is abundance of firewood 


and coal and enough hydro-electric 
power to turn the factory and motor 
wheels of half the world. There is 
some copper, 3. little zinc some gold 
and silver, altogether about $75,000,- 
000 worth produced annually In the 
whole country. 


Lumber for building, cement, iron 


nails and building steel must be im- 
ported; automobile, typewriters, sew- 
ing machines and even fruits must 


be imported from America. Yesterday 
I bought a pacage of seedless rais- 
ins for 5 cents, raised and packed in 
vCaliforma. The stores here are stock* 
ed with this well-known product. 


Cofee and sugar are produced to a 


limited extent in the colony of For- 
mosa, owned by Japan, and tea- 
yes, indeed, if one cares for green tea, 
colored by gypsum, he may have it 
at all times and in any quantity serv- 
ed without cream or sugar or lemon 
or other, adorments. 


Tea the universal beverage, which 


has very little nutriment of itself 
does diminish the desire for food, and 
thus is not without value in crowded 
Japan.

Four streets were designated in the

The latter street will 
be resurfaced. 


Petitions for resurfacing E. College- 


ave and paving S. Mason-st were re- 
ceived by the council last summer 
Paving of Jackman-st was authorized 
last spring with the intention of com- 
pleting the work last .summer, but the 
city v.'as delayed until it was too late 
The viaduct on Wisconsin-ave will be 


^.,_constructed next summer and highway 
fJ15 has been rerouted over that thor- 


oughfare, so the city was practically 
obligated to pave this street. A petition 
nlso was received by the council a few 
weeks ago to pave Meadc-st, but this 
project was not included in the pro- 
gram because the council did not be- 
lieve it could finance it. 


Although only $34,000 was desig-

Believe They Are Signs of 


Conflict Between Evil Spir- 
its in Earth 


Yellowstone Park, 
AVyo., —M3)— 


The Americati Indian believes the 
famous geysers of the Yellowstone 
National park are a conflict of the 
evil spirits in tho deep recesses of 
the earth, and consequently he has 
shunned th& park at all times within 
the earliest knowledge ot tho western 
white poinere. 


The eastern touristt who expected 


to combine western atmosphere with 
the -wonderland of nature, was dis- 
appointed during the summer if he 
expected to sec any redskins. Park 
officials recorded only 
six Indians 


visitors for the season. 
ENTERED PARK AT SACRIFICE 


During the early days of exploring 


in the west white man encountered 
a complete lack of knowledge of the 
park among the Indians. Three tribes 
—the Shoshones, the Crows and the 
Blackfeet—lived on every side of the 
paik, according to their legendary his- 
tory, but avoided entering the gey- 
ser region. When Indians went with 
the white explorers of military forces 
through the park, they offered up 
sacrifices before entering the geyser 
regioin. usually through the "calumet 
of peace." the peace pipe.

Three Types Of Papers 


Paris—UP)—France has newspapers 


o* throe distinct types, with as many 
different classes of readers. 


There are the newspapers of "in- 


formation" with little or no attempt 
at editorials and the moulding of pub- 
he opinion newspapers of "opinion" or 
"combat dailies", the editorial pages 
of which are the center of interest and 
the pnriting of news rather a secon- 
dary detail, and newspapers trying to 
combine both features. 


FIVE "INFORMATION SHEETS 
The "information" sheets, of -which 


there are five in Paris, all morning pa- 
pers, are published generally on four 
or six pages, with an occasionel eight 
page issue. 


Subscriptions and sales in stands 


and on streets are the principal scourc 
and on streets are the principal 
scource of revenue, with advertising 
bringing in the least in returns. 


Local and domestic news fill four- 


fifths of the reading news space in 
the "information" newspapers. For- 
eign news and especially American 
items are given very scant play. The 
average American newspaper in a 
good-sized city of the Middle-West 
prints more European news in one 
day than the "big five" publish in a. 
week. 


SPORTS CABLED FULLY 


The few occasions when the French 


press gives a full and circumstantiat- 
ed report of an American event gen- 
erally have to do with sports. More 
cabled matter was filed direct from 
Xew York about the Lenglen-Mallory 
tennis watch in 1921, than concerning 
the Washington naval disarmament 
conference in the same year. 


Arnons local news politics leads. 


Seven, eight and nine column reports 
of proceedings at the French Chamber 
are rather common occurrences. A cab- 
inet crisis alwavs fills the front page. 
- "PASSION" STORIES POPULAR 


Periodically, crop up the "affairs", a 


pohtitai scandal, a sensational murder 
—crimes resulting from passions, love, 
hatred, jealousy—especally involving 
prominent persons, are given a tre- 
mendous display. Other news items 
are cut down to bare mention. 


Newspapers

known as "combat dailies," where the 
editorial page is supreme, from the

These newspapers are all organs of

Joint news and 
editorial

papers are all evening or noon papers 
in contrast to the other two categor- 
ies published in the morning'. 
WIELD POLITICAL INFLUENCE 
Papers of this class wield a strong 


political influence. The Temps is i 
leader in this group and is recogniz- 
ed as reflecting the opinion of the 
government. It has correspondents in 
nearly 
all European 
capitals 
and 


.maintains an excellent news service, 
particularly on political affairs. 


Outside of the three great categor- 


ies, there are many other dailies with 
large circulations. 


"Newspapers de luxe" or society 


sheets are classified separately. These 
newspapers pay particular attention 
to the doings of the "great and the 
neargreat," the aristocracy of lineage 
and the aristocracy of money. Sports 
theaters and horse racing are respon- 
sible for the existence of eight papers.

About the time the paid in- 
vitations got well underway, messages 
began to pour in from "high powered 
and wide awake real estate agents", 
and many of the agents soon followed 
their messages in person. 


Almost before the city knew what 


was happening it was in the mld&t of 
an effervescent real estate stimula- 
tion. The town was inundated with 
wildeycd boomers. Staid citizens who 
had never before thought 
of

thing called leal estate began to talk 
it and breathe it. The hotel lobbies 
looked like a stock market on a busy 
dav as teal estate was traded by a nod of 
the head, or a tense-voiced shout. 


Soon the saner heads saw that it

HY SISTER MARY 


KRHAFS the Thanksgiving host 
whose privilege it 
will be 
to 


carve the turke> needs his mem- 


ory freshened up a bit. It's surely an 
art any man may be ' roud of, to 
nc-atly and skillfully carve a roasted 
bird. 


The placing of the turkey on the

The best method for dairj.men to use 
In brinsinrr about corrective measures 
for such conditions is the construction 
of board overlaj me over the concrete. 


"The university herd had been sub- 


jected to the cold flooring after the 
wood overlay has been taken away 
nnd, in addition to the udder trouble 
resulting, there has also been a stiff- 
ness or mild t\pe of rheuraitism 
shown in the cows." 


It was also sucrsestea by Professor 


Humphrey that an abundant 
water 


supply be provided for the cows with 
the water not colder than the temper- 
attire of deep well water. Installation 
of a water heater, which can be effect- 
pd at a small cost, was aiso recom- 
mended as one of the best methods of 
keeping the herds in good condition 
during the period of wmteration. 


KEEP COWS IN BARN 


"The cows .should be kept in the 


barns," Professor Humphrey said, "ex- 
cept for the time during which they 
seem to enjoy the outdoors." Another 
point suggested was that the dairy 
bams be kept in as comfortable a coi» 
dition as possible, not only for the ben- 
efit of the cows but also for the farm- 
er and his help who will be required to 
spend many hours in them during tht 
winter months. 


In discussing the best feeding1 for 


the cow he suggested that wheat bran 
and high protein foods such as glutin 
feed, cotton seed meal and linseed 
meal were 
most satisfactory 
when 


mixed with the farm grown grains. 
The purchase concentrates, represent- 
ed by the cotton and linseed meal as 
well as other valuable mixtures, incor- 
porated in a balanced ration, should 
brmz? about an increase in milk pro- 
duction during the winter over that 
resulting from unbalanced rations, he 
said. 


Attention should also be given to 


the importance of 'salting* cows regu- 
larly, he said. About 1 per cent of 
salt in the grain ration and additional 
portions so as to complete the ounce- 
a-day quota is sufficient, he said. 


The value of keepincr accurate rec- 


ords on the milk production of each 
cow throughout the year was stressed 
by Professor Murphy as being the only 
practical method whereby the value o't 
the cow can be estimated and the effi- 
ciency of balanced rations stated.

The American dairy farmer is go- 


ing to reap the benefit of the most 
exacting series of tests on. cows ever 
uiiuci'takc-ii. 


These tests arc under the direction 


of the United States Department of 
Agriculture. 
They are being con- 


ducted by specialist-! of the 
Bureau 
' IXiirjing at Washington, who are 


getting the co-operation of many im- 
portant agricultural colleges 
in the 


country. 


Nothing is taken for granted now- 


adays 
about dairy 
animals, 
their 


needs or their performance. Tests 
cover everything about them, even 
to the colors 
inherited 
from 
the 


breeding of different types of cattle. 


Every type of test, however, is di- 


rected toward one end, that of cre- 
ating healthier animals and 
better 


producers. 


To achieve this goal measurements 


first have to be taken. From these 
measurements, statistics will be co- 
ordinated to lead investigators to def- 
inite conclusions for tho welfare of 
the animals. 


SPECIAL RULES INVENTED 
Several courses of measurement of 


dairy cattle are now being under- 
taken at the gavernment from 
at 


Bellevue, Md., as well as agricultuial 
experiment 
stations in the various 


states. 


One important series that has been 


going along for some time is that 
adopted by AV. AV. Swett, of the U. S. 
Bureau of Dairying, with the late 
Sophie 19th of Hood Farm as the 
subject. 


Swett has taken 
every 
possible 


type or records about Sophie -19th, in 


order to discover their relation with 
her milk 
production records. 
He 


has invented special yardsticks, cali- 
pers and tapelines for the purpose. 
He ras measured her body from all 
sides, its angles and even its sepa- 
rate parts. 


After her death, Swett 
measured 


tho sizes of tho internal organs. He 
has mado similar 
measurements of 


other animals, for the same purpose. 


COWS' ROGUES' GALLERY 


Out on the yard of the government 


farm is a checkered fence 
against 


which the animals are stood 
to be 


photographed 
at 
regular 
intervals 


from birth to adulthood. 
With the 


camera in the same position at 
all 


times, the growth of the animal can 
be nof-d, h°r change of anseles and 
lines, and jicr development of the im- 
portant parts of her body. 


Comparisons arc mado 
to 
show 


the progress of each animal. As yet, 
however, figures are still incomplete 
to lead the agriculturists to any con- 
clusions. Jleasurements are still go- 
ing on. 


Another kind of fact gathering 
is 


that devised by a student of the Uni- 
versity of Missouri. He has invented 
a sort of speedometer, which he runs 
over the skin of the cow at regular 
intervals, to measure it accurately. 


After measuring the hides of near- 


ly 100 cows, he has found that there 
is some relation between size of tho 
hide and the weight of the 
animal. 


From the figures gained 
by 
his 


measurements he has been able to 
construct a formula by which he can 
compute the .surface 
aiea of dairy 


cows merely by weighing them. 


Knowing the 
surface 
area and 


weight of an animal, an expert can 
figure fairly accurately its produc- 
tive ability. 
This of course is still 


moie or less hit and miss. But the 
combination of 
measurements 
now- 


being taken may soon lead them to 
definite formulas for such purpose. 


Then, by merely 
weighing 
each 


animal, and having" these formulas 
before him, any farmer may be able 
to tell what may be expected of his 
dairy stock.
